FEEDING THE WINTER LAMBS

Results Given Herewith of Interesting
Tests Made at the Ohlo Ex-
periment Station.

In tests at the Ohio station twe
lots of 12 Delaine ewes esach, with
their October or November lamba

WINTCR CARE OF THE SHEEP

Fleece nf Good Quality Cannet De Ss&
cured From Half-Starved Animal
—Give Succulent Food.

If the sheep are neglected and ak
lowed to run down in flesh when the
winter sets in the fieece will be ie
Jured in both weight and quality.

A flecce of good nuality cannot be
grown on a poor half-starved sheep.
If the ewes are allowed to get poor
doring the winter the chances are that
the lnmbs will be weak and will per
ish for lack of nourishment and from
cold, while the lambs from a vell
cared for ewe will be much abvor ‘e
stand the cold if they should happes
to be dropped when the weather lo
cold,

The dams will have more milk for
their young, too, if they are well cared
for.

Sheep need some succulent food dur
ing the wintes, They shovld have
some rough food such as corn stoves
or clover hay, and, above all, they
should have a ration rich in both pre
tein and mineral matter,
